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POOR CHARLIE SAYSt 
Few words are heard more often in America 
today than “the public interest.*’ Too often they 
seem to be taken and used in almost the same way 
that Americans of an earlier day took the name 
of God. 
There is nothing holy about any formula of words, 
and especially not in the formula of "the public 
interest.” 
The true interest of the public is in 
that which does not encroach upon the rights of 
its individual citizens. Because no man can pre­ 
sume to know, in reason, exactly what his neigh­ 
bor wants or ought to want, the measure of gov­ 
ernment and way of life consistently in the public 
interest is Freedom. 
Unfortunately, too many Americans do not seem 
to regard Freedom as in the public interest today; 
or, if they do, they see it as having many com­ 
petitors. 
For many, it seems enough to justify 
any government program — even if riddled with 
inconsistencies and downright absurdities and no 
matter how costly or dangerous to liberty — to 
say that it is "in public interest.” 
A people hyponotized by slogans is a people 
ripe for enslavement. 
If we would retain our 
Freedom, we owe it to ourselves and our neigh­ 
bors to consider every existing and proposed 
government program on its own merit or lack 
of merit, paying no attention whatever to any 
vague justifying slogans unless and until we can 
pin down exactly what that slogan may mean with 
relation to the particular program being justified. 
There is a deeper danger in the "public inter­ 
est” formula. 
It carries strong overtones and 
undertones of the greatest enemy of individual 
liberty, collectivism. 
Every use of this word- 
formula implies that there is, or can be, a public 
interest independent of and greater than the inter­ 
est of any individual, or any number of individuals. 
Sometimes the suggestion is made explicit: that 
the interest of indefinite numbers of individuals 
ought to be sacrificed to the interest of some vast, 
vague overarching group called "the public.” 
"The public*’ is all of us, and each one of us. 
When individual interests and the public interest 
are separated, neither will be served; both will 
instead be subordinated to the unlimited ambi­ 
tion of a ruling clique.

1. Get the latest heart-saving facts and share 
them with your children. 
2. Stress the importance of normal weight. 
Obesity often begins in youth. 
3. Form good diet habits by serving more 
foods low in saturated fats and fewer foods 
rich in cholesterol. 
4. Encourage children to keep physically fit 
through regular exercise. 
5. Teach children that smoking is bad for 
health. 
6. Make doctor check-ups a family routine. 
The concept makes sense. 
Good living pat­ 
terns ingrained through childhood are likely 
to last. 
If they do last, the individual will have 
fewer risk factors working against him during 
the adult years in which heart attack becomes 
a real threat. 
A seventh recommendation might well be added:

THE MORE THINGS change, the more they 
are the same, the old saying goes, and no 
better example could be found than in the U. S. 
Post Office Department. The postal rate changes 
which go into effect on Jan. 7 were inevitable. 
But they are unlikely to improve service. 
A rule of thumb seems to be that a postal 
deficit of between $500 million and $900 million 
can be explained away, but one of over $1 billion 
is politically intolerable. 
The deficit came to 
about $1.2 billion by June 30, 1967. 
The total 
had mounted from $651.7 million in 1964 to 
$942.3 million in 1966. 
The U. S. Post Office handles more than half 
the world’s mail. 
It regularly faces a familiar 
set of problems: 
sharply rising costs, slowly 
rising revenue, mounting mail volune, and some­ 
times erratic service. 
The volume of mail has 
grown from 75.6 billion pieces in 1966 to an esti­ 
mated 83.4 billion for the current 1968 fiscal 
year. 
THE MEASURE enacted by Congress in De­ 
cember requires a 6<f stamp for a first-class 
letter as against the former 5<£. It sends the rate 
of first-class cards to 5£. 
Airmail letters go 
from 8£ to 10£, and airmail cards from 6£ to 
8£. 
Postage was increased on all classes of 
mail to raise an additional $900 million or so a 
year when rates are fully effective. 
The most controversial boost was in the rates 
for third-class bulk mail — mainly advertising 
matter often called junk mail. In Senate debate, 
A. S. Mike Monroney (D-Okla.), chairman of the 
Post Office and Civil Service Committee, said 
that during hearings on the bill "Proctor and 
Gamble — those poor boys from Ohio — came 
in and shed tears all over my carpet . . . about 
how this would hurt their soap samples and the 
other junk they send.” 
Monroney accused bulk 
mailers of "some of the most vicious lobbying 
activities it has been my experience to witness 
in some 29 years in Congress.” 
Revenues from bulk mail had covered about 
61 per cent of the cost of handling to the Post 
Office. The new rates will eventually meet 72 to 
75 per cent of handling costs. First class mail 
now returns 103 per cent of its costs; the new 
rate is expected to hike that to 110 per cent. 
Airmail returns 105 per cent; the new rates are 
expected to make it 119 per cent. 
MAIL is one of mankind’s most indispensable 
services, and some subsidy may well be excused. 
Postal services go btckas far as the ancient 
1* eastern empires, 
in fchina in the Choti dynasty 
(1122-255 B.C.) a system of mounted and foot 
couriers was established for the carriage of 
state ordinances and edicts. 
Postal service 
came to Western Europe during the Renaissance. 
The first formal system of posts in America 
was established in 1639 by the General Court 
(legislature) of Massachusetts. 
When the U. S. 
Constitution went into effect a century and a 
half later, 3 million people were sending fewer 
than 250,000 letters a year. 
Now, almost two centuries later, no end is in 
sight for the perennial postal deficit, even with 
the new rates. 
The deficit is expected to drop 
during the next three years, but it will jump up 
to $436 million in 1970. 
And although much 
first-class mail now moves by air on a "space 
available” basis, delivery of other classes of 
mail is slowing up.

At one time, promoting interscholastic athletics was frowned 
upon, but to is is no longer toe case. Hie objective of a sport 
for every boy, while certainly not completely realised, has 
caused toe toterscholastic athletic offerings to be greatly in­ 
creased. Immediately following World War n , there was on 
toe average nationally, approximately 2.8 sports supported 
inter scholastically by toe average school, Bn 1987, the average 
school sponsors Just short of eight separate activities, and tor 
many of these activities, there are two or more teams. Today 
there are more boys participating, there are more sports in 
which to participate, and there is mtjre participation in each of 
toe sports. 
Hie program continues to grow and will grow as 
long as it makes a positive contribution to education. No one 
can predict with certainty what the limit*.dons are, as far as 
toe number of activities which may eventually be Included in 
toe toterscholastic program, nor how many teams a given school 
will sponsor to a particular activity. 
It is necessary to point out here that those critics of inter­ 
scholastic athletics, who contend some boys do not take part, 
lack the forthrighteness to admit that not every boy cares to 
participate in toterscholastic athletics. Some boys Just do not 
care for athletics, some do not relish competition and some do 
not take part because of lack of ability, lade of trust or lade of 
interest. What would really be wrong is to force these boys 
to compete. 
Have toe critics ever honestly admitted this? 
An increasing number of knowledgeable educators concur that 
requires physical education should be mandatory. 
A high 
level of physical fitness is desirable tor all students. A 
basic knowledge and skill level to recreational sports is also 
worthwhile. Those, who desire limited competition with their 
peers, should have to is privilege. The opportunity to partic­ 
ipate in a varied intramural program should be available to 
them. 
But toterscholastic athletics should be tor those who 
have special characteristics. One of these is above average 
ability to the activity.

coupled with desire to excel. Thirdly, toterscholastics are 
for those who have toe time to devote to toe pursuit of excel­ 
lence to their chosen area of activity. 
An increasing number of educators are questioning whether 
toterscholastic athletics are truly a part of physical educa­ 
tion. 
11 is true that athletes are required to be physically 
fit but because of the three distinguishing features required 
of those who participate interscholastically, and because 
athletics are a focal point of community attention, they may 
not necessarily be a part of the physical education program. 
It is today acknowledged by all who are practical and even 
many who are only theoretical, that toterscholastic and inter­ 
collegiate athletics who do not evolve from intramurals.

“pH ER E is much wisdom in the 
old saying th a t “a guilty con­ 
science needs no accuser.” To 
obtain peace of

On at least three 
d iffe re n t occa- 
s i o n s : “ M a l ­ 
lory,’’ “ Escobi- 
do” and “Miran- 
d a , ” t h e S u ­ 
preme Court has 
ruled that con­ 
fessions cannot 
be used to con- 
vict crim inals. 
An evil doer who 
feels it necessary to confess to 
relieve his mental condition can­ 
not be convicted on that ground.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Few words are heard more often in America 
today than “the public interest.” Too often they 
seem to be taken and used in almost the same way 
that Americans of an earlier day took the name 
of God. 
There is nothing holy about any formula of words, 
and especially not in the formula of “the public 
interest.” 
The true interest of the public is in 
that which does not encroach upon the rights of 
its individual citizens. Because no man can pre­ 
sume to know, in reason, exactly what his neigh­ 
bor wants or ought to want, the measure of gov­ 
ernment and way of life consistently in the public 
interest is Freedom. 
Unfortunately, too many Americans do not seem 
to regard Freedom as in the public interest today; 
or, if they do, they see it as having many com­ 
petitors. 
For many, it seems enough to justify 
any government program — even if riddled with 
inconsistencies and downright absurdities and no 
matter how costly or dangerous to liberty — to 
say that it is “ in public interest.” 
A people hyponotized by slogans is a people 
ripe for enslavement. 
If we would retain our 
Freedom, we owe it to ourselves and our neigh­ 
bors to consider every existing and proposed 
government program on its own merit or lack 
of merit, paying no attention whatever to any 
vague justifying slogans unless and until we can 
pin down exactly what that slogan may mean with 
relation to the particular program being justified. 
There is a deeper danger in the “public inter­ 
est” formula. 
It carries strong overtones and 
undertones of the greatest enemy of individual 
liberty, collectivism. 
Every use of this word- 
formula implies that there is, or can be, a public 
interest independent of and greater than the inter­ 
est of any individual, or any number of individuals. 
Sometimes the suggestion is made explicit: that 
the interest of indefinite numbers of individuals 
ought to be sacrificed to the interest of some vast, 
vague overarching group called “the public.” 
“The public” is all of us, and each one of us. 
When individual interests and the public interest 
are separated, neither will be served; both will 
instead be subordinated to the unlimited ambi­ 
tion of a ruling clique.

If they do last, the individual will have 
fewer risk factors working against him during 
the adult years in which heart attack becomes 
a real threat.

Post Office Department. The postal rate chamges 
which go into effect on Jan. 7 were inevitable. 
But they are unlikely to improve service. 
A rule of thumb seems to be that a postal 
deficit of between $500 million and $900 million 
can be explained away, but one of over $1 billion 
is politically intolerable. 
The deficit came to 
about $1.2 billion by June 30, 1967.

The U. S. Post Office handles more than half 
the world’s mail. 
It regularly faces a familiar 
set of problems:

Post Office and Civil Service Committee, said 
that during hearings on the bill “ Proctor and 
Gamble — those poor boys from Ohio — came 
in and shed tears all over my carpet . . . about 
how this would hurt their soap samples and the 
other junk they send.”

Revenues from bulk mail had covered about 
61 per cent of the cost of handling to the Post 
Office. The new rates will eventually meet 72 to 
75 per cent of handling costs. First class mail 
now returns 103 per cent of its costs; the new 
rate is expected to hike that to 110 per cent. 
Airmail returns 105 per cent; the new rates are 
expected to make it 119 per cent. 
MAIL is one of mankind’s most indispensable 
services, and some subsidy may well be excused. 
Postal services go b$ck as far as the ancient 
eastern empires. 
In fchina in the Chou dynasty 
(1122-255 B.C.) a system of mounted and foot 
couriers was established for the carriage of 
state ordinances and edicts. 
Postal service 
came to Western Europe during the Renaissance. 
The first formal system of posts in America 
was established in 1639 by the General Court 
(legislature) of Massachusetts. 
When the U. S. 
Constitution went into effect a century and a 
half later, 3 million people were sending fewer 
than 250,000 letters a year. 
Now, almost two centuries later, no end is in 
sight for the perennial postal deficit, even with 
the new rates. 
The deficit is expected to drop 
during the next three years, but it will jump up 
to $436 million in 1970. 
And although much 
first-class mail now moves by air on a “ space 
available” basis, delivery of other classes of 
mail is slowing up.

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Few words are heard more often in America 
today than “ the public interest.*’ Too often they 
seem to be taken and used in almost the same way 
that Americans of an earlier day took the name 
of God. 
There is nothing holy about any formula of words, 
and especially not in the formula of “ the public 
interest.** 
The true interest of the public is in 
that which does not encroach upon the rights of 
its individual citizens. Because no man can pre­ 
sume to know, in reason, exactly what his neigh­ 
bor wants or ought to want, the measure of gov­ 
ernment and way of life consistently in the public 
interest is Freedom. 
Unfortunately, too many Americans do not seem 
to regard Freedom as in the public interest today; 
or, if they do, they see it as having many com­ 
petitors. 
For many, it seem s enough to justify 
any government program — even if riddled with 
inconsistencies and downright absurdities and no 
matter how costly or dangerous to liberty — to 
say that it is “ in public interest.** 
A people hyponotized by slogans is a people 
ripe for enslavement. 
If we would retain our 
Freedom, we owe it to ourselves and our neigh­ 
bors to consider every existing and proposed 
government program on its own merit or lack 
of m erit, paying no attention whatever to any 
vague justifying slogans unless and until we can 
pin down exactly what that slogan may mean with 
relation to the particular program being justified. 
There is a deeper danger in the “public inter­ 
est** formula. 
It carries strong overtones and 
undertones of the greatest enemy of individual 
liberty, collectivism . 
Every use of this word- 
formula implies that there is, or can be, a public 
interest independent of and greater than the inter­ 
est of any individual, or any number of individuals. 
Sometimes the suggestion is made explicit: that 
the interest of indefinite numbers of individuals 
ought to be sacrificed to the interest of some vast, 
vague overarching group called “the public.** 
“ The public** is all of us, and each one of us. 
When individual interests and the public interest 
are separated, neither will be served; both will 
instead be subordinated to the unlimited ambi­ 
tion of a ruling clique.

MORE THINGS change, the more they 
are the same, the old saying goes, and no 
better example could be found than in the U. S. 
Post Office Department. The postal rate changes 
which go into effect on Jan. 7 were inevitable. 
But they are unlikely to improve service. 
A rule of thumb seems to be that a postal 
deficit of between $500 million and $900 million 
can be explained away, but one of over $1 billion 
is politically intolerable. 
The deficit came to 
about $1.2 billion by June 30, 1967. 
The total 
had mounted from $651.7 million in 1964 to 
$942.3 million in 1966. 
The U. S. Post Office handles more than half 
the world’s mail. 
It regularly faces a familiar 
set of problems: 
sharply rising costs, slowly 
rising revenue, mounting mail volune, and some­ 
tim es erratic service. 
The volume of mail has 
grown from 75.6 billion pieces in 1966 to an esti­ 
mated 83.4 billion for the current 1968 fiscal 
year. 
THE MEASURE enacted by Congress in De­ 
cember requires a 6? stamp for a first-class 
letter as against the former 5?. It sends the rate 
of first-class cards to 5?. 
Airmail letters go 
from 8? to IO?, and airmail cards from 6? to 
8?. 
Postage was increased on all classes of 
mail to raise an additional $900 million or so a 
year when rates are fully effective. 
The most controversial boost was in the rates 
for third-class bulk mail — mainly advertising 
matter often called junk mail. In Senate debate, 
A. S. Mike Monroney (D-Okla.), chairman of the 
Post Office and Civil Service Committee, said 
that during hearings on the bill “ Proctor and 
Gamble — those poor boys from Ohio — came 
in and shed tears all over my carpet . . . about 
how this would hurt their soap samples and the 
other junk they send.** 
Monroney accused bulk 
mailers of “ some of the most vicious lobbying 
activities it has been my experience to witness 
in some 29 years in Congress.** 
Revenues from bulk mail had covered about 
61 per cent of the cost of handling to the Post 
Office. The new rates will eventually meet 72 to 
75 per cent of handling costs. First class mail 
now returns 103 per cent of its costs; the new 
rate is expected to hike that to HO per cent. 
Airmail returns 105 per cent; the new rates are 
expected to make it 119 per cent. 
MAIL is one of mankind’s most indispensable 
services, and some subsidy may well be excused. 
Postal services go bick as far as the ancient 
eastern empires. 
In fchina in the Chou dynasty 
(1122-255 B.C.) a system of mounted and foot 
couriers was established for the carriage of 
state ordinances and edicts. 
Postal service 
came to Western Europe during the Renaissance. 
The first formal system of posts in America 
was established in 1639 by the General Court 
(legislature) of Massachusetts. 
When the U. S. 
Constitution went into effect a century and a 
half later, 3 million people were sending fewer 
than 250,000 letters a year. 
Now, almost two centuries later, no end is in 
sight for the perennial postal deficit, even with 
the new rates. 
The deficit is expected to drop 
during the next three years, but it will jump up 
to $436 million in 1970.

At one time, promoting interscholastic athletics was frowned 
upon, but this is no longer the case. The objective of a sport 
for every boy, while- certainly not completely realized, has 
caused the interscholastic athletic offerings to be greatly in­ 
creased. 
Immediately following World War n , there was on 
the average nationally, approximately 2.8 sports supported 
interscholastically by the average school. Da 1967, the average 
school sponsors Just short of eight separate activities, and for 
many of these activities, there are two or more team s. Today 
there are more boys participating, there are more sports in 
which to participate, and there is more participation in each of 
the sports. 
The program continues to grow and will grow as 
long as it makes a positive contribution to education. No one 
can predict with certainty what toe 1 imitations are, as far as 
the number of activities which may eventually be included in 
toe interscholastic program, nor how many teams a given school 
will sponsor in a particular activity. 
It is necessary to point out here that those critics of inter- 
scholastic athletics, who contend some boys do not take part, 
lack the fortorighteness to admit that not every boy cares to 
participate in interscholastic athletics. Some boys Just do not 
care for athletics, some do not relish competition and some do 
not take part because of lack of ability, lack of trust or lack of 
interest. 
What would really be wrong is to force these boys 
to compete. 
Have the critics ever honestly admitted this? 
An increasing number of knowledgeable educators concur that 
requires physical education should be mandatory. 
A high 
level of physical fitness is desirable for all students. A 
basic knowledge and skill level in recreational sports is also 
worthwhile. 
Those, who desire limited competition with their 
peers, should have this privilege. The opportunity to partic­ 
ipate in a varied intramural program should be available to 
them. 
But interscholastic athletics should be for those who 
have special characteristics. 
One of these is above average 
ability in toe activity. 
A second is a consuming interest 
coupled with desire to excel. 
Thirdly, interscholastics are 
for those who have the time to devote to toe pursuit of excel­ 
lence in their chosen area of activity. 
An increasing number of educators are questioning whether 
interscholastic athletics are truly a part of physical etoica- 
tion. 
It is true that athletes are required to be physically 
fit but because of the three distinguishing features required 
of those who participate interscholastically, and because 
athletics are a focal point of community attention, they may 
not necessarily be a part of the physical education program. 
It Is today acknowledged by all who are practical and even 
many who are only theoretical, that lnterscholastic and inter­ 
collegiate athletics who do not evolve from intram urals. To 
depend upon intramurals for athletic squads is neither fair to 
the athlete nor the school. 
It Is an im practical procedure, 
has no feature to recommend It, and Is self defeating.

Echo! Doomed for 
Extinction During 1968 


Mrs. Crumpecker L o c a l S to c k s Dorothy Zuck 
Dies NearBenlon 


ROLL A -- Echo I, the most vis­ 
ible of the man-made stars and 
the 
most familiar to amateur 
astronomers and sky - watchers, 
is doomed for extinction during 
1968, possibly about mid-Janu­ 
ary’. 
Dr. Joseph H. Senne, of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri at Rolla esti­ 
mates that the satellite has about 
a fifty-fifty chance of surviving 
intense solar activity in the next 
few weeks. 
If it should remain 
aloft, Its chances are practically 
nil of surviving its next perigee 
at the end of this year. (Perigee 
is the low point of orbit; apogee 
is the highest point of orbit.) 
Dr. Senne, chairman of the de­ 
partment of civil engineering at 
UMR, Is also or.e of the Mid­ 
west’s 
best - known engineer- 
astronomers. 
His weekly view­ 
ing schedules for Echo I, Echo 
n and 
Pageos 
satellites are 
widely reprinted. 


As of Dec. 31, Echo I had 
dropped to within 440 miles above 
the earth, the lowest point since 
it was launched on Aug. 12,1960. 
About the middle of January or 
first of February, the satellite 
will reach its perigee before 
starting on its upward swing, 
and Dr. Senne is dubious about 
the outcome. 
“ Echo 1 has been moving clos­ 
er to the earth at each low point 
in orbit for seven years. When 
it dips close enough that the 
density of the atmosphere and 
pressure of the solar wind pre­ 
vent it from recovering its or­ 
bit and moving out again, it will 
burn up because of the friction 
generated,” Dr. Senne said. 
Dr. Senne explained that solar 
activity (gigantic eruptions on 
the surface of the sun) is rapidly 
increasing as it reaches the peak 
in an 11-year cycle. 
“ Under normal conditions the 
sun throws into space a relative­ 
ly constant number of particles 
known as the solar wind.

Echol Doomed for 
Extinction During 1968 


ROLL,A -- Echo I, the most vis­ 
ible of the man-made stars and 
the 
most familiar to amateur 
astronomers and sky - watchers, 
is doomed for extinction during 
1968, possibly about rn id-Janu­ 
ary. 
Dr. Joseph H. Senne, of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri at Rolla esti­ 
mates that the satellite has about 
a fifty-fifty chance of surviving 
intense solar activity in the next 
few weeks. 
If it should remain 
aloft, Its chances are practically 
nil of surviving its next perigee 
at toe end of this year. (Perigee 
is the low point of orbit; apogee 
Is the highest point of orbit.) 
Dr. Senne, chairman of the de­ 
partment of civil engineering at 
UMR, Is also one of the Mid­ 
west’s 
best - known englneer- 
astronomers. 
His weekly view­ 
ing schedules for Echo I, Echo 
II 
and 
Pageos 
satellites are 
widely reprinted. 


As of Dec. 31, Echo I had 
dropped to within 440 miles above 
toe earth, the lowest point since 
it was launched on Aug. 12,1960. 
About the middle of January or 
first of February, the satellite 
will reach its perigee before 
starting on its upward swing, 
and Dr. Senne is dubious about 
toe outcome. 
“ Echo I has l*en moving clos­ 
er to the earth at each low point 
In orbit for seven years. When 
it dips close enough that the 
density of the atmosphere and 
pressure of the solar wind pre­ 
vent it from recovering its o r­ 
bit and moving out again, it will 
burn up because of thp friction 
generated,” Dr Senne said. 
Dr. Senne explained that solar 
activity (gigantic eruptions on 
the surface of the sun) is rapidly 
Increasing as it reaches the fie ak 
in an 11 -year cycle.
